One proposal assures the «xtension of C 
street from Third to Campus avenues and the 
payment of $25,000 cash to Upland for the city- 
owned six acres east of Third avenue. 

The other proposal involves the formation 
of an assessment district of business property 
for the creation’ of a fund for the purchase of 
public parking sites, These are not compan- 
ion proposals and are entirely independent 
of each other. It so happens they are being 
made available at about the same time and 
could bé considered as supplemental to each 
other. 

Called to our attention this week was an 
editorial in The Uplarid News of Oct. 27, 1912, 
in which the neéd for a street alétig the Pacific 
Electric right-of-way to Third was empha- 
sized. That was 41 years ago—and we are 
still hopeful of gettitig the streét extended. 

Charles Buck, a man with wide experience 
as a developer, has offered to exténd the street 
and thus provide an accesg route between the 
business center dnd the etgtern part of the 
residential district. This will require an out- 
lay of from $30,000 to $42,000; In addition, he 
has offered to pay the city $25,000 for its pro- 
perty. In other words, the offer is to buy the 
municipal land and extend the street. 

Prior to this offer, the city councilmen Were 
hopeful of being able to finance the street ex- 
tension—and then sell the property for enough

“Milt’’ Eisennower is Big Help 


Milton Eisenhower is his brother's big, help- 
er in the current Republican administration— 
just as he assisted the late President Roosevelt 
and other presidents. 


Stanley High, political analyst and writer; 
crédits President Eisenhower's youngest bro- 
ther with being a very valuable factor is de- 


_ veloping the “middle-of-the-road” policy. 


Though never in politics, Milton Eisenhower 
has Had much experience in government. At 
thé dye of 24 years, graduating from Kansas 
State college, he won top honors in examina- 
tions for the diplomatic service and was sent 
to Edinbiirgh as vice-counkel: Two years lat: 
er he was named administrative assistant to 
Secrétary of Agriculture Williarn M. Jardine. 
Théreaftér, he served under four Secretariés of 
Agriculture, reorganizing the department's in- 
forthation bureau and became the bureau's 
diréctor—the youngest in its history. He was 
land-tisé coordinator whén hé resignéd from 
thé department in 1942, unable to any longer 
stomach what he held to be a “political per- 
version” of the aericultural program. 

Presiderit Roosevelt had long ddtiired Mil: 
ton Eisenhower; however, and déspité his éri- 
ticism of the agrictiltural department, gave him 
anothér important job to direct the relocation 
of 112,000 West Coast japanese. Later he di- 
rected the Office of War Iriformation: planned 
the handling of refugees in North Africa; pre- 
pared the psychological warfate offensive for 
the Italian campaign. and was a presidential 
emissary in arranging thé Québec conference. 

By 1943 when he became héad of Kdnsas 
State collége he was regurded as the govern- 
meht’s iidst efficient trouble shooter. 

Now Milton Eisenhower works many Hours 
—thestly oh wéeketids—on the President's Ad- 
visory Committee on Government Reorganiza- 
tion. This committee draws on the findings of 
the Hoover commission and other recent stud- 
ies and or facts assembled by the: various cab- 
inet departments. The results of its ptopdsals 
aré dlready evident in the reorgarizatidn of 
the depatiment of dgriculture and in the job 
of lifting the Federal Security agericy to cab- 
inet status. 

And so it appears that one of the most in- 
gy persons ih the néw administration is 
not officially in the government at all. The 
two brothers, nine years apart in their ages, 
“think alike and their thinking has led them to 
liké conclusions and convictions.” The Presi- 
dent's middle-of-the-road doctrine was largely

to cover the cost of the street improvement. 

Mr. Buck's offer is good for another week. 
Tonight the city planning commission will con- 
sider the proposal and offer suggestions and 
the city council meeting next week may see 
acceptance of the proposal. Mr. Buck plans 
a new business block. 

It seems this offer is the answer to the long 
discussed question of not only extending C 
street but also of realizing a nice profit on the 
city-owned land. The land cost the city $4,500 
about 15 years ago. 

If the proposed parking plan is realized, 
enough money will be obtained to purchase 
the houses on the east side of First avenue in 
the 200 block and on the west side of Third 
avenué in the 200 block, and to puchase other 
property for parking purposes. The areas to 
be obtained are only suggestions and may be 
changed. 

Creation of the proposed assessment dis- 
trict for the raising of funds has had a legal 
endotsement and the plan is receiving pro- 
fessional guidance. Owners of property with- 
in the business district would be obligated to 
pay the cost of the parking lots over a long 
period. 

No customer likes parking meters. The 
proposed plan would make unnecessary the 
need for a public acquisition of parking lots 
and thus remove the need for collection of 
coins through parking meters. 

New interest is being taken in Upland’s 
business district dhd the outlook is bright. 


Both projects should be realized without 
any delay. 


New Subdivisions Hére on Pay- 
As-You-Deveiop Basis ' 


It costs more to convert d citrus grove itito 
residential subdivision in Upland than in On- 
tario and other cities in this area, developers 
frequently. remind local officials. 

Thé higher reqtirements here cost several 
dollars a lot more than elsewhere. It was fig- 
ured in the city hall recently that it costs about 
$1,000 a lot for the installation of water mains, 
and sewer lines, paving, curbs, sidewalks, al- 
leys, street signs, ornamental trees and lighis. 
In addition $30 a lot must be paid into the 
school and récreational site fund. 

Other charges may be added. At present 
there is no provision for each lot's share of 
handlirig the rainfall water that will not sink 
into the soil where there are roofs and paving 
instead of citrus trees. 

Most peoplé, we believe, will concur in the 
local charges: The local policy is to have each 
new lot pay its own share of all improvements 
even though these charges may to a measure 
result in slightly slower residential develop- 
ment: Pothoria, Ontarid, and other cities have 
experienced a great fever of subdivisionitis, 
va Upland’s growth has been more conserv- 
ativé: 

The higher chargés are not placed in the 
interésts of “keepirtg out’ subdivisions, but 
rather of having each subdivision “pay its 
way’ in municipal improvements. If the 
chatges are unréasonable and the require- 
metns unduly high, thén changes should be 
made. Most broad-minded critics however, 


see the value to the city of having the develop: | 


ers bring their new proects up to established 
requirements. If certain features are-eventu- 
ally going to be neédéd in the subdivisions, 
those features should be included at the outset. 

It might be possible to delete from the re- 
quirements, street signs, trees, sidewalks, curbs 
and the $30 for school-recreational sites or 
other costs. Then in a year or so later, some 
of these irnprovements would be sought and 
would have to be paid for by the city as a 
whole. Subdivider, naturally, would like to 
have the charges deleted. In some cities they 
are. 

Upland welcomes development on a pay- 
as-you-improve basis.
